WHEREAS paragraph five (5) of article five (5) of 
the Charter of Port Arthur College reads as follows : 

“At each annual meeting the said Board of Trustees 
shall elect for a regular term of three years the successors 
of the retiring class and elect persons to fill all vacancies 
that may exist in any other class, all elections to be subject 
to approval by the Gulf Annual Conference at its next reg- 
ular session". 

AND WHEREAS attorney Baldwin of the Board of 
Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church and attorney 
J. W. Williams of Port Arthur have raised the legal ques- 
tion as to the legal power of a Trustee elected by the Board 
of Trustees but not approved by the Gulf Conference, and 
also as to the legal power of any Trustee between the time 
of his election by the Trustees and his approval by the 
Gulf Conference 

AND WHEREAS the present Charter does not pro- 
vide for adequate representation on the Board of Trustees 
of Mrs. Dellora R, Gates and of the Board of Education, 
therefore 
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BE IT RESOLVED by the Gulf Annual Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church in its sixteenth annual 
session held at Houston, Texas, this 29th., day of Novem- 
ber 1918, that the Conference herewith authorizes the 
Trustees of Port Arthur College to have paragraph five 
(5) of the present Charter amended to read as follows: 

'‘The successors of these classes shall be elected in the 
following manner : one-third shall be appointed by Dellora 
R. Gates in 1918 and every third year thereafter during 
her lifetime, these Trustees to hold office for three (3) 
years (after her death the remaining Trustees shall elect 
this class each third year) ; one-third shall be elected by the 
Board of Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
1919 and every third year thereafter, these Trustees to hold 
office for three (3) years; and one-third shall be elected 
by the Gulf Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in 1920 and every third year thereafter, these 
Trustees to hold office for three (3) years. Any vacancy 
in any class may be filled for the unexpired term by the 
Board of Trustees. All Trustees shall hold office until 
their successors are elected. 

The above resolution was adopted.

C. A. Perkins was appointed agent for the Methodist 
Review. 

On motion of F. W. Loy, J. H. Gray was appointed 
to the Board of Conference Stewards to serve in the place 
of R. L. Weldon. 

At his request, T. J. Shrode was excused from attend- 
ing further sessions of the conference. 

The Bishop announced the dividend from the Book 
Concern to be $306 and it was ordered paid to the Con- 
ference Board of Stewards. 

The order of the day having arrived, A. Wesley Mell, 
as California Conference and F. W. Mueller, Central Ser- 
man Conference were introduced and presented the Cen- 
tenary Program. 

The following resolution was presented by H. K. 
Faulk and was adopted : 

WHEREAS, the World War summons the Church to 
unusual devotion and activity in preparation for the days 
of reconstruction following the coming of peace, in order 
to make the world safe for democracy that democracy can 
be safe for the world; and 
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WHEREAS, the General Conference directed that the 
years 1918 and 1919 be set aside for the observance of the 
celebration of the Centenary of the founding of our mis- 
sionary work ; and 

WHEREAS, The Centenary is thus providentially 
timed to coincide with the great World War; and 

WHEREAS, under the order of the General Confer- 
ence, a World Program has been adopted which provides 
for placing our work at home and abroad upon a basis of 
higher efficiency in order that the Methodist Episcopal 
Church may do its full share in bringing in the Kingdom 
of Jesus Christ, therefore be it 

RESOLVED, first, That this Annual Conference 
strongly endorses the Centenary Movement and pledges 
its full cooperation. 

Second, That a Conference Centenary Council be and 
hereby is created, this Council to consist of the District 
Superintendents and one pastor and one or more laymen 
from each district. 

Third, That the District Superintendent be requested 
to take immediate steps to organize the District, oub-Dis- 
rict and Local Church Councils, in accordance with the 
action of the District Superintendents at the Columbus 
meeting. 

Fourth, That the Centenary Allotments, as handed 
down to the Districts, be at once heartily accepted by the 
Districts and if possible, that they be over-subscribed. 

P'ifth, That all necessary arrangements be made by 
District Superintendents, pastors and the laity of the Church 
for the intensive period of ten days with which the cam- 
paign is to culminate, and that a day be designated by the 
National Campaign Committee and set aside in all our 
churches, this day to be known as World Program Sunday. 
We, therefore, recommend that on this day our pastors and 
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people everywhere give themselves to prayer and to earnest 
consideration of the facts involved in building the World 
Program of American Methodism. 

Sixth, We especially commend the plans being made 
by the Joint Centenary Committee for deepening the spirit- 
ual life of the church and for enrolling its members in 
Christian Stewardship, and we join in the prayer that this 
great Centenary Movement may result in an evangelistic 
awakening throughout the world. 

The following Conference Centenary Council was 
appointed :

Adjourned with benediction by the Bishop. 

Fourth Day 

Saturday November 30, 1918. 

The Bishop called the Conference to order at 9 o’clock. 
The hymn “O for a Thousand Tongues to Sing” was sung. 

Journal of previous session read and approved. 

Question three was resumed. By the recommendation 
of the Committee on Conference Relations Charles V. La- 
Fontaine was readmitted and his credentials from the Rock 
River Conference were recognized. Quarterly Conf. re- 
lations at Port Arthur. 

Question 22. — What other Personal Notation should 
be made? On motion of F. W. Roy, J. A. Carruth was 
granted leave of absence with Quarterly Conf. relations at 
Lake Charles, La. 

Question 15 resumed. Bishop announced the transfer 
of R. R. Ellis, T. E. Webb, P. E. Vaughan to the Okla- 
homa Conference. 

Question two was resumed. Bishop announced the 
transfer of Charles R. Robinson from the Arkansas Con- 
ference. 
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J. A. Price, President of Port Arthur College, made a 
report of the college showing its continued success in 
finance and increased attendance. The future of the col- 
lege never appeared brighter. President Price also spoke 
in the interest of the Board of Education. 

W. H. Germany reported the receipts from the lecture 
given by the Bishop amounted to $52.60 and same was 
placed in the permanent fund. 

The secretary read a communication from W. I. Gates. 

On motion of A. J. Price, 80% of the collection for 
Education was ordered paid to Port Arthur College. 

L. E. Gower was added to the Conference Board of 
Stewards. 

Because of the merging of the New Orleans and 
Southern Districts it was orderer that the Treasurer and 
Statistician make no comparisons with last year. 

Question 36. — Where shall the next Conference be 
held? 

On invitation of J. H. Gray — Take Charles. 

The Conference ordered that the reports of Welsh, 
Atlanta, Jefferson and Glouster be incorporated in the re- 
ports of the Statistician and Treasurer although the total 
cash had not yet been received. 

K. C. Minter read the report of the Statistician (see 
report). Adopted. 

It was ordered that the members of the conference be 
assessed one per cent of total pastoral support for publica- 
tion of the Journal. 

At this time the Bishop formally received C. E. Burch 
and Charles LaFontaine into full membership in the Con- 
ference. 

The order of the day having arrived the Bishop ad- 
dressed the Conference on “The Work of the Preacher”. 

Conference adjourned to meet at 1 130.

' “A Charge to Keep I Have” was sung. 

Journal of the morning session was read and approved. 

It was ordered that the printed minutes be the Official 
Minutes.

Ordered that Treasurer and Auditor be elected for 
next year.

Ordered that Incidental Conference expenses be paid 
out of the Conference Minute Fund.

Adjourned with prayer by the Bishop.

The Bishop preached at 11 o'clock from the text Euke 
9-32. “When they were awake, they saw his glory”. 
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Sunday Night 



After preaching a powerful sermon on “The Christ 
that could not be Hid” the Bishop called the Conference 
to order at 9 130 p.m. 

The Report of the Conference Board of Stewards 
was read by L. E. Gower and approved. 

The Resolutions were read by H. C. Leonard. Ap- 
proved. 

The Secretary was instructed to send a message of 
sympathy to N. L. Sayers. 

The Conference ordered that $2000.00 from the sale 
of church property now in bank at New Orleans be paid 
to lift a debt on the Italian Church.

Bishop Mitchell and Brethren : 

Of the twenty-one men appointed on the Texas Dis- 
trict this year, eleven were members of this Conference and 
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eleven were supplies. Every conference man has remained 
with his work as have seven of the supplies, the other four, 
at different times during* the year and for different reasons 
have been permitted to leave their charges, and therefore 
we close the year with four important charges without pas- 
tors. On some of these charges neighboring pastors have 
rendered valuable service. 

We have shared in the general unrest occasioned by the 
World War, our laymen have shown their loyalty and gone 
to the “colors” in such numbers that in at least one church 
there is not a man of draft age who has not volunteered, 
every church has its service flag and Honor Roll. One 
of our pastors volunteered as a private, another for the 
Army Young Mens Christian Association Work and 
another for the Chaplaincy. The pastors of the Texas 
District are one hundred percent patriotic and have done 
their “bit”, their best in the interest of World Democracy, 
they urged the buying of Liberty Bonds and the giving to 
the Red Cross and United War Work funds so constantly 
that practically every family bought Bonds and in almost 
every window is a Red Cross, while on young and old alike 
the district over there is to be seen the button given to 
those who contributed to the United War Work fund. 

Immediately after conference adjourned last year Bro. 
P. E. Vaughan was transferred to the Oklahoma Con- 
ference, and Bro. W. E. Harrison, who had been appointed 
teacher in the Chicago Evangelistic Institute was appoint- 
ed to fill the vacancy at Hughes Springs, created by said 
transfer. 

Phillip Deschner has been transferred to the Southern 
German Conference. 

The year ends well. Your interests within the bounds 
of the Texas district have been enlarged, and the church 
as a whole has been enriched and strengthened through 
the World vision given our constituency, and their increased 
sympathy with our work and the Centenary Program of 
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the church, insures our future. New beauties and advan- 
tages are being discovered in the Plans and Programs of 
the Church by the officials of both city and rural churches 
and a hundred percent adoption of them is only a matter 
of time. Tithers are multiplying. The number of charges 
working the Disciplinary Plan to raise the Benevolences 
and Ministerial claims increases each year. More charges 
will appear in the .“Star class” than in any previous year. 

The Morris Grove church, on the Hughes Springs 
charge, begun last conference year has been completed and 
was dedicated in May, free of debt. The parsonage on the 
Polk Ct. of which mention was made in last years report 
has been completed and painted, it is recognized as the 
greatest material achievement ever wrought in that com- 
munity. A new five room parsonage will be ready for the 
pastor who is appointed to the Noonday and Harleton 
charge this year. Something over eight hundred dollars 
has been expended on a new church building, which is be- 
ing built on the Lufkin Ct. Through the combined efforts 
of Bro. J. M. Baker of Ore City and Rev. R. T. Pynes, a 
new organization was perfected by the D. S. on “Liberty 
Sunday”, at a point about seven miles South of Lasater, 
Texas. We are assured that within less than a year this 
new organization will be worshiping in a new church, some 
hundreds of dollars have already been subscribed for that 
purpose. The Trinity church in San Antonio has been 
sold and a new location secured on which to build a strict- 
ly modern plant. Temporary quarters are now being erect- 
ed in which we will hold services until the church is built, 
then this present structure will be converted into a modern 
bungalow parsonage. Thus established on Beacon Hill, 
the choicest section in the city, this worthy and noble con- 
gregation will develop plans and organize for a real for- 
ward movement in that city. 

The service rendered by our Camp Pastors, Bros. 
Leonard, Deschner, Germany and Ransom has been much 
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greater and more taxing than that of last year, and v v e 
have reason to believe that it has been of the greatest value 
possible. Literally thousands of our men in uniform have 
been ministered unto in the several churches, in the bar- 
racks, the hospitals, or as they were entraining, much of 
which would have been impossible had the Board of Home 
Missions not have come to our aid. 

Revivals of more than usual interest have been held 
on at least five of the charges. On several, debt paying, 
church or parsonage painting, or the improvement of pro- 
perty along other lines has engaged the thought and energy 
of our pastors and people, greatly to our credit and com- 
fort. 

The Sunday School interests have had more attention 
along special lines this year than in the past, and our Ladies 
Aid Societies have stood most nobly by every interest of the 
church. We have all too few Women’s Missionary Societ- 
ies, but those we have have worked most heroically, there 
should not be a charge without these Societies. 

The Centenary appeals to all who have had informa- 
tion concerning it. The Texas District stands committed 
to the entire program and though we may not be able to 
develop as perfect an organization as some we propose to 
make it count for all possible along every line, we will with 
the help of some of the pastors and a stereoptican carry its 
message into every community where we preach. 

Our needs have often been mentioned, efficient pas- 
tors, men as well trained, capable, energetic and conse- 
crated as are those who bring things to pass in the lar- 
ger conferences, men who command respect and can lead 
all classes. Men of this type, adequately supported and 
allowed to remain a number of years in a given field will 
brings results.

The work of the year on the Southern District has 
been beset with many difficulties; but by the blessing of 
God we have been brought to the close rejoicing over a 
good degree of success and hopeful for the future. 

T. E. Webb was released from Jennings in January and 
C. E. Burch was secured to fill out the year. 

DeRidder, left to be supplied, has been served by 
neighboring ministers Q. R. Bennett closing the year. 

W. D. Richardson, supply, retired from Marthaville 
in mid year and S. B. Nelson served acceptably till con- 
ference. 

Rake Charles was left vacant at our last conference 
session, the charge was supplied by Dr. A. J. Price until 
April when J. Howard Gray was transferred from Wilming 
ton conference and carried on the work with great zeal to 
the close of the year. 

E. N. Hardin entered war work in July and S. H. 
Yockey was appointed to serve Kinder and Basile closing 
the work of the year acceptably. 

The severe storm in August while injuring many of 
our churches completely demolished church and parsonage 
at DeQuincy. Under the leadership of Pastor Wynne the 
people rallied and will replace both. 

This has not been what might be called a revival year, 
but good meetings have been held on a number of charges 
with conversions and accessions. 

The Sunday School work has received the constant 
care of the pastors. The Sunday School, Epworth and Ju- 
nior Reagues must not be neglected. Upon these depends 
the Church of the future. 

A number of churches and parsonages have been re- 
paired. 1 he parsonage at Rake Charles has been improved 
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and furnished at a cost of $2000. The parsonage at Port 
Arthur has been completed and would be a credit to any 
conference in Methodism. 

The society at Quitman has purchased the unused 
Protestant Methodist Church, this building repaired will 
shelter our people till they are able to rise and build. 

We have persistently urged our members to subscribe 
for our papers. They are doing better, this is our week- 
ness. An Advocate in every home would be an unspeak- 
able blessing. 

We need a larger constituancy. Our people are loyal 
and religious, with room for improvement. We need more 
of them. The supreme mission of the minister is to get 
men saved and into the church. The way should always 
be open to the mercy seat and into the kingdom. 

There are many thousand French and Italians within 
our bounds. 

Our work among the Italians in New Orleans is slow- 
ly advancing. 

The pastor J. Sanna-Ser is faithful and earnest. The 
people are learning to do more for themselves. Plans are 
being perfected by which we will be able to have work 
done among the French. The great need is a strong trench 
preacher. 

The Claims of the benevolences have not been over- 
looked. In a number of places the pastors report a splen- 
did increase. 

We have a number of strong growing country church- 
es. We hope by the help of the Rural Department of the 
H. M. & C. E. Board to make them model Rural Com- 
munity churches. 

Our people are becoming informed on the Stewardship 
and centenary movements and will respond liberally when 
the drive is on. 

Our pastors and people have proven loyal to the flag 
during the war. In most our churches are service Hags. 
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All stand ready to do their part in the reconstruction of 
the world. 

Port Arthur College under the wise management of 
Dr. A. J. Price reports the best year of its history. 

We have had many obstacles to overcome. The bur- 
den of war, a scorching drouth, a devastating storm, a 
blighting epidemic and destructive rains. And yet we are 
glad to report that God hath given the increase. 

The Southern District includes the whole of Louis- 
iana and enters two other states, Mississippi and Texas. 

Within its bounds are many communities with out 
church or Sunday School. 

The need is so great, souls unsaved. Sheep without 
a sheperd. 

If I had 20 missionaries and $20,000 for their support, 
so that they could give all their time to their mission, they 
could not in twelve months visit the neglected places in 
the district. 

Others might have met this want. Who hath hindered 
them? But they have not. Surely there is room and need 
of our ministry in these parts. 

We are the unworthy successors of such men as New- 
man, Hartzell, King, Lively, Sayers and many others who 
have labored to build up the kingdom in this part of the 
southland. We are here because we have been sent. 

We cheerfully receive our appointments from our 
honored bishops.

MEMOIR 

1 

Frances Ellen Perkins was born February 2 1st 1834, 
in Topsham, Maine and was married October 5th 1854 to 
Cyrus Armstrong King a Methodist Episcopal Minister of 
precious memory. After serving pastorates in Maine in- 
cluding Lewiston, Bath, Gorham and Augusta, Mr. and 
Mrs. King moved to Nebraska where Dr. King became a 
member of that Conference. In 1875 they transferred to 
Kansas and became pioneers in that State. In 1890 they 
transferred to Lousiana where their splendid Christian 
work not only made the church at Lake Charles but did 
much for this conference as well. 

Mrs. King was of New England Puritan stock and her 
life was one of piety and of great charity, benevolence, 
kindness and forbearance, strong of character and at the 
same time possessing utmost gentleness. 

A Lady of Culture and refinement holding fast to all 
the old stern ideals and practicing fully the Christian pre- 
cepts. She was considerate of others at all times. In the 
words of Sir Philip Sidney she was “sublimely mild — a 
spirit without spot.” 

The funeral services were held on Saturday morning 
April 13th 1918 in the home of her daughter Mrs. Mabel 
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King Kelly, Lake Charles, La., attended by her children 
and grandchildren and many friends. She was buried in 
Graceland Cemetary, Lake Charles, La. Beside her hus- 
band, who died in February 1915. The services were con- 
ducted by Rev. J. Howard Gray pastor of First Methodist 
Episcopal Church, assisted by Rev. G. B. Hines, J. A. Car- 
ruth, J. N. Flervey, N. H. Olk vr, Thomas E. Webb and 
N. E. Joyner. 

She is survived by her daughters Mrs. Mabel King 
Kelly, Mrs Leon Locke,- Mrs. Ida Collette and son Mr. 
G. M. King and grandchildren.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 
1 

1. To our schools and colleges through counsel and co- 
operation in matters of educational policy, in organiza- 
tion of personal religious work, in financial campaigns, 
in publicity which informs the Church and promotes 
student attendance, in the solution of perplexing prob- 
lems produced by the Great War — in all these and in 
less obvious ways— THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
renders an unassuming but increasingly significant ser- 
vice. No instance is more signal than its contribution to 
the Educational- Jubilee Campaign, conducted under the 
joint auspices of the Educational Association and the 
Board of Education, which closed July 3, 1918, with 
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a record of pledges to the support of the educational in- 
stitutions of Methodism aggregating $27,000,000. 

2. The STUDENT LOAN FUND, derived from Child- 
ren’s Day Collections, has aided from the beginning more 
than 25,000 Methodist young people — in 1917, 2,062, — 
to get an education. During the Board’s last fiscal year 
this Conference sent to New York for this account 
$69.74. During the school year 1917-18, one student 
having their residence within its boundaries received help 
aggregating $50.00 

2. The unified appeal of the one Public Educational Col- 
lection, of which one-fifth comes to the Board of Edu- 
cation for the AID OF INSTITUTIONS, has been a 
source of strength to all the schools of the Church. 
From its receipts last year the Board was enabled 'to 
assist 27 institutions in great need to the amount of 
approximately $50,000. This Conference furnished 
$84.40 for this work. In the South, on the frontier, and 
where peril is imminent, our opportunity is greatest, but 
the call for immediate advance of all educational in- 
terests in close formation is imperative. Let every 
charge meet its apportionment in full. 

4. Recognizing that CHRISTIAN EDUCATION is the 
dynamo of the Church for supplying trained man-power 
- for all departments of its varied activity, we pledge our 
unstinting and loyal support to the program presented 
to us by the Board of Education for the coming year. 

The Conference registers appreciation of the splendid 
and heroic work of President A. J. Price and his loyal 
corps of teachers at Port Arthur College. .

Resolved — that no causes be reported under the head 
of Other Collections, except such as have been duly approv- 
ed by the Annual Conference or its Commission on Finance. 

Resolved — That the reports of Pastors as presented 
to the Treasurer shall be correct in the following partic- 
ulars : 

1. They shall be presented on TIME. 

2. Properly designated — showing in proper places the 
name of the Conference, the District, the Charge and 
the Pastor. 

3. The figures shall be clear and legible. 

4. They shall be correctly entered. The correct 
amounts shall be entered in their proper places, and 
the figures be in proper digit column. 
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5. They shall be in agreement. The amounts as enter- 
ed in A shall agree with the sum of the cash and the 
vouchers as entered in B. 

6. They shall be accompanied by proper vouchers. 
They must be official vouchers and where they are 
in duplicate must not be torn apart. 

7. They must contain no extraneous matter, that is 
matter which is not properly contained in the Treas- 
urer's report. 

The accounts of the Conference Treasurer have been 
audited and found correct. The accounts of the Conference 
Board of Home Missions and Church Extension have been 
audited and found correct, and all moneys received proper- 
ly accounted for.

4 * 

1. No less than ten questions for examination in each 
Study shall be prepared by each examiner, and as many 
copies of these questions as the Chairman shall need shall 
be sent to him two weeks before the date of examination. 

2. All examinations shall be in writing and in the 
presence of witnesses if practicable. 

3. Examination papers shall be graded on the basis of 
subject matter, use of English, and assignment of written 
work. 

4. The examinations shall be graded on the scale of 
100, and 70 per cent is the minimum passing grade. 

5. Each Examiner shall report all grades promptly to 
the Registrar. 

6. Each examiner shall give instruction by correspon- 
dence and see that the assignments of written work, both 
of the regular text books, and of the collateral books be 
done satisfactorily. 

7. No equivalent for any subject in the course of study 
will be accepted, except on certificate signed by the Presi- 
dent or Registrar of the college where subject was taken, 
and stating time when subject was pursued. 

8. The wise student will get in touch at once with his 
examiner.
